(International Bien* Senlce.) 
Nashville Tenn. July 9—Although 
no official list of the dead and injured 
had been compiled at noon, tt was esti­ 
mated on good authority that there 
were at least 50 dead victims and the 
Nashville hospitals are packed with 
the injured. 
A large number of the dead are 
negroes, who were in the first coach 
of the inbound train, being brought to , 
Nashville to work in the powder plaift. 
The majority of these were from Ar­ 
kansas. 
Reports say that an express 
car ploughed its way through alm ost 
the entire length of this coach, leaving 
the floor covered with dead and man­ 
gled forma. 
No official cause of the wreck has 
been assigned, but a report is being 
circulated that the outbound train fail­ 
ed to obey orders to take a siding and 
sv ait the incoming train. 
Train No. 1 left here on time but 
No 4 was slightly delayed. The engi­ 
neers and many others of the train 
crew are said to be dead and injured. 
According to unofficial information 
th#* majority of those killed and injur­ 
ed w n from Memphis. 
It was later officially given out by 
the railroad authorities that both engi­ 
neers and firemen were killed.

There was no Atlanta or Chattanooga 
pullman» on No. 4.

A PITCHED BATTLE FIVE FAILED REPORT 


Murder of German Ambassador to Moscow is 
Officially Confirmed. Vladivostok Quiet. 


The French are Hteadily wiping out the gains which the Ger­ 
mana made in their latent offeiwive between Montdidier and the 
Ainne river, which began June b but which collapsed shortly after­ 
wards. 
Another slice of German-held territory northwest of 
Compiegne was taken by the French early today, when they at­ 
tacked over a front of two and a half miles, advancing to a depth 
of 1,800 yards, capturing two fortified farms and 450 prisoners. 
This is only one of a series of successful 
operations 
the 
French have been carrying out during the past fortnight. 
Not 
only are the German battle lines being pushed hack, but French 
positions at Compiegne are being steadily strengthened. 
On the British front the chief development was the continu­ 
ation of the heavy German cannonading in the Somme sector. 
There have been no further decisive developments on the 
Italian fronts, but attention is being directed to the Balkan^ where 
the allies have organized some strong offensive operations. 
The extent which the allied campaign in Macedonia will as­ 
sume is still a matter of doubt. The Austrian war office admits 
ihe withdrawal of some advanced positions.

YOUNG SOLDIER WRITES OF HIS 


EXPERIENCE 
AT .TRAINING 


CAMP. 


“Kitchen Police” made a distinct 
impression on private Lee Shafer on 
his arrival 
at training camp, as he 
states in the following letter to his 
sister: 
Camp >vier, Greenville S. C, 
July 4th. 1918. 
Dear Sister:—I just now received 
a letter from you and Wns glad to 
heer from you 
I will write you some 
of my first army experience. 
There 
were one hundred and thirty-three 
came to camp together and there was 
a great cheering crowd that escorted 
us to the train. ‘rhe trifc was not un­ 
pleasant at all. The cantonment is a 
revelation. 
As far as you can see 
there are long buldings. 
They are 
well constructed and there are good 
shower baths. 
We live in barrack# 
that are like dormitories. Everything 
possible sceno* to have been done for 


our comfort. There was so much ex­ 
citement we did not seem to mind the 
waiting though as I look rack at it 
I realize we^ mus^ have 
spent two 
hours in the hot sun waiting to be 
classified and assorted. 
Those who 
came from home were directed to an 
enclosure hearing a sign telling tl.ein 
to assemble fhere. 
Young officers

We were given mess pans 
anti cups nnd toid to get our “enow.” 
Some of the men ale theirs with groat 
re.jsh 
I could not “go” twin- 
But 
the next morning now 1 was hungry, 
and everything tasted good. It was a 
new exDcrienc*» to me *o have t© wash 
dishes, 
iáomehew I a’pray» despised 
the “nutft dishwashér.” But here it if 
different, if your dishes are not washed 


clean you will be punished. There is 
a kind of punishment that is known as 
kitchen i*>lic«. and it means cleaning 
up the whole kitchen, if you don’t 
clean your own dishes. 
None of that 
for me. 
The next morning.we drew 
our uniforms. I have everything from 
socks to hat, even my underwear is 


provided by the government. 
It is 
odd underwear. 
It is made of cotton 
material with webbing down the sides. 
It looks cheap and feels cheap, but 111 
bet it will wear like iron. 
What is 
there about a uniform that makes one 
stand “straighter ?” 
I am sure that 
I'm more erect, ai*d I must admit it. 


In the evening when we had a cere­ 
mony called “retreat” and lowered the 
flag I had a “creepy” sort of feeling 
as the “Star Spangled Banner” was 
played, 
i am not quite lecowileU to 
serving in the army, am resighned to 
it. But things must be taken on a new 
signihe.nee from now on 
1 i m in the 


army and the flag Is more than my 
flag. 
Well it is almost time for “retreat.” 
Will write you again soon. With love
